Defies Party Organization and 
Holds Primary Anyhow. 



Louisville, Ky., May 26.— Under 
conditions bordering on the farcical, 
the polls opened at 6 o'clock this 
morning to receive votes in a Dem- 
ocratic primary tor city and county 
officers, which was called off by one 
faction of the Democrats and en- 
dorsed by another. Policemen and 
tellers were on duty at each polling 
place, but owing to the uncertainty 
existing as to the legality of tbe 
■faction, the attendance of voter- 
was small. Nearly every saloon 
keeper in the city opened his place 
ness as usual, but at 9 
o'clock the police, acting on orders 
Of Mayor Grainger, closed all sa- 
loons and arrested a number of pro- 
prietors. Tonight the adherents of 
faction i f the party which re- 
volted against Chairman Young's 
order and held the primary are 
claiming 11,000 votes cast during 
tbe day. The count shows the set 
of candidates said to be favored by 
thia faction have received practic- 
ally all the votes.

Young, chai 
man ot the Democratic State Central 
Committee of Kentucky, was at the 
Hotel Honing yesterday and gave 
out a very sensational interview 
regarding tbe political situation in 
Louisville. He said: 

"lam accused of trying to get 
coutrol of the party in Kentucky, 
want to say that I am endeavori 
to work for the best interest ot I 
Democratic party in Kentucky, 
supported Goebel in 1899 and Will- 
iam J. Bryan in 18%. Those peo- 
ple want to get hold of the party 
machinery in Louisville and turn it 
over to the Republican party as 
they did in 18%. I am for the Dem- 
ocratic party, and, to quote Mr. 
Watterson's words, 'there will be 
no compromise with dishonor.' If 
the political machine of Louis- 
ville, headed by Aaron Kohn, can 
dictate the policy of the Democratic 
party in Kentucky instead of the 
constituted authorities, the State 
central and executive committee, 
the sooner it is known the better it 
will be for all concerned. 

•'1 understand I am in contempt 
of court for making the changes in 
the committee after the injunction 
was granted. In reply to that I 
will say I am ready to answer the 
rule against me at any time, but 
when I go to Louisville to stand 



trial 1 will make an affidavit swear" 
ing the associate judge, Aaron 
Kohn, off the bench. 

1 am perfectly acquainted with 
the methods of the Louisville gang, 
and know just what they mean by 
thejassertioca made in the papers 
jrning. It is a manuiactured 
:n it is stated that I have 
turned the city and county commit- 
tee of Jefferson county over to John 
Whallen, or made any sort of a deal 
with him to keep Republican oppo- 
sition from me in my race for circuit 
judge in the Montgomery-Bath- 
Menifee-Rowan district. I do not 
suppose John Whallen knows dozen 
men in the entire district. Whether 
iave opposition or not I do 
not know nor do I care, but I am 
confident of winning my race de- 
spite the fact that the gang in 
Louisville is against me. I have 
worked for the Democratic party 
since I was sixteen years of age, 
and I have the interest of the party 
at heart now, and that is more than 
some of the men in Louisville who 
are denouncing me can say. My 
only interest in tbe whole affair is 
to see a fair and square primary so 
that there will be no trouble in 
November." 

Mr. Young did not place much 
credence in the stories printed in 
the Louisville morning papers re- 
garding the statements from Gov. 
Beckham and Judge Hajrer, who 
declared themselves in sympathy 
with the primary and would sup- 
pojt its nominees. He would not 
state just what action would be ta 
ken in the future, but he intimated 
another primary would be called in 
Louisville and held strictly accord- 
ing to law, in which every candi- 
date will have a fair and equal 
representation at tho polls. He de- 
nied that John Whallen wanted a 
majority of the election officers, and 
said that during a conversation 
with Mayor Grainger he told him 
that if he was interested in Demo- 
cratic success he would agree to an 
equal division of the election officers 
and abide by the result and sup- 
port the nominees. 

Mr. Young did not seem in the 
least perturbed over what was 
done in Louisville Tuesday, and is 



confident everything will be settled 
satisfactorily and the Democrats 
will be victorious this fall, but he is 
angered over the accusations made 
against him, and proposes to make
